Washington, May 7.—The Taft and 
Roosevelt national headquarters clash- 
ed today over the Maryland primary 
results.

Early in the 
day the Taft headquarters put out a 
statement on the Maryland result, part 
of which follows: 

“More than half of Mr. Roosevelt's 
entire delegate vote came from the 
city and county of Baltimore, where it | 
ig stated the Roosevelt managers plac-" 
ed $10,000 among their workers at an' 
early hour yesterday.’ 

Large Roll of Small Bills. 

Another part said: 

“In rince Georges county. which | 
definitely decided the contest so far as, 
present returns indicate, Roosevelt, 
money in large amounts was poured | 
into the county. Large rolls of small} 
bills, accompanied by checks to be used 
i? needed, were sent out from Wasbing-| 
ten on Sunday, at least one well-known | 
leader in the District having volun-| 
tarily exhibited such a ‘roll’ in Wash-| 
ington on Sunday afternoon.’ 

This statement was duly delivered in 
the Roosevelt headquarters about noon, 
the rival organizations having an | 
amicable arrangement whereby they 


exchange daily bulletins and_ state- 


ments. ‘ 
Here is Senator Dixon’s answer: 
“Every one of these statements is a 
deliberate, wilful lie. Every man con- 
nected with their concotion and cir- 
wong lation is a deliberate, wilful liar 
These Hes are circulated for the pur- 
pose and for the only purpose for 
Which liars always lie.”

Walla Walla, Wash., May 7.—The 
state democratic convention voted this 
afternoon to indorse Champ Clark as 
its candidate for president.

An attempt was made to stampede 
the convention for Bryan, *but it was 
unsuccessful. 

When the roll call of counties was 
nearly completed and Pend 4d’Orille 
county voted for Bryan, the conven- 
tion was in an uproar and delegation 
after delegation, which had cast votes 
for Wilson, changed to Bryan. The 
Clark forees stood firm, however, and 
half a dozen Wilson delegations 
switched their votes to Clark.

Baltimore, May 7.-—-The closeness of 
the struggle hetween President Taft 
and Theodore Roosevelt for control of | 
Maryland's sixteen votes in the nation- 
al convention was emphasized today | 
when complete returng from vester- 
day's primaries showed that the result 
depended upon one county. which. 
the face of the returns, gave Roosevelt 
& majority of but eighty votes. Putting 
this county, Howard, in the Roosevelt 
column, gave him sixty-six delegates 
to the state convention, just one more 
than the majority necessary for con- 
trol. The three Howard county dele- 
gates counted for Taft would have 
given him the primary victory by the 
same margin. 

Complete unofficial returns received

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ALLEN WAS PROOF 
AGAINST BULLETS 


Witnesses Testify That Clans- 
man Wore Breast Plate in 
Court Room Battle. 


Wrtheville, Va, May 7.—Further 
evidence that Floyd Allen wore bullet- 
proof protection in the Hillsville court 
when the shooting up of the court took 
place March 14, was brought out dur- 
ing the trial of Allen here today for 
the murder of Prosecutor William M. 
Foster. Deputy Sheriff Gillespie testi- 
fied that after the shooting began he 
had fired four shots point-blank at 
Floyd Allen. Gillespie said he had 
wondered why the shots had not taken 
effect. He made a careful examina- 
tion of the court room, but could find 
no shots in tne wall opposite the potnt 
from which he had shot at Allen. 
Before Allen was arrested he changed 
his clothes and Gillespie firmly be- 
lieved the Allen clansman the day 
of the tragedy wore a breast-plate or 
some other armor protection. 

Several witnesses testified that shots 
were fired by members of the Allen 
Clan before court officers and others 
returned the shots. 

The commonwealth continued to pro- 
duce witnesses by whose testimony 
the prosecution hopes to establish the 
fact that a conspiracy had been 
formed by the Allens to shoot their 
way out of court in defiance of the 
law should Floyd Allen be sentenced 
to prison. 

All of the witnesses placed on the 
‘stand thus far have agreed that the 
shooting was started by the Allens. 
Two more witneses testified today 
that they had seen Floyd Allen shoot- 
ling in the direction of the court offi- 
cers.

ULSTER THREATENS 
ARMED RESISTANCE 


London, May 7.—The home rule de- 
bate was resumed in the house of com- 
mons today by Austen Chamberlain, 
who taunted ministers with the lack 
of conviction shown in their speeches 
that the present bill would settle the 
Irish question. The financial schemes, 
he declared, would most certainly 
break down, for England wovld. not 
long tolerate subsidizing a  semi- 
parliament sitting in 


Dublin. 

Far from alleviating the congestion 
of business at Westminster, he con- 
tinued, the imperial parliament would 
be largely occupied with the dangerous 
work of reversing decisions reached in 
’Dublin. 

Mr. Chamberlain predicted that if the 
house rule bill passed and Ulster re- 
sisted, the public opinion of England 
would not tolerate any attempt to 
dragoon the north of Ireland. 

Andrew L. Horner, an Ulster mem- 
ber, declared that the attitude of 
Ulster was: 

“Ulster will fight, and Ulster will be 
right.” 

“Weare taking steps,’ he added, ‘'to 
perfect the machinery so that when the 
bill passes our provisional government 
will begin to carry out its trust. In 
two years passive resistance can he 
transferred into active resistance. The 
first shots fired in this conflict will 
not only rend the British empire, but 
the British army," .

Macon, Ga., May 7.—A drenching 
downpour of rain, which continued in- 
termittently throughout the day, did 
not dampen the ardor nor allay en- 
thusiasm in the opening here of the 
twenty-second annual reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans. 

Throngs of visitors and thousands of 
veterans participated in the first day’s 
sessions of the reunion. Rousing ad- 
dresses were delivered by prominent 
men and women of the quondam con- 
federacy.

The down- 
pour of rain, drooping flags and mud- 
bespattereq uniforms were forgotten 
when the _ strains of “Dixie” were 
heard.

Sessions were helq by the veterans 
in the morning and evening and meet- 
ings were conducted by the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans and

Tonight the veetrans were addressed 
by Major W. W. Screws, of Montgom- 
ery, Ala. 

Major Screws said in part:

Washington, D. C., May 7.—(Special.)

Over 20 Persons Injured in

No One Killed, But Several of 
the Injured Are in Serious 
Condition---Judge Enoch Cal- 
loway, of Augusta, One of 
Those Hurt. 


Columbia, S. C.,.May 7.—A score or 
more persons were injured when train 
No, 31, on the Southern railway from 
Washington to Jacksonville was de- 
railed about three miles north of Co- 
lumbia this morning at 8 o’clock.

The axle on one of the driv- 
ing WheelS suddenly snapped, the big 
roller fell under the engine, the track 
being torn up for a long distance and 
the cars following the engine were 
all derailea. Not a wheel was left on 
the track and when the last three 
coaches reached the torn-up rails they 
turned over. The dining car and the 
last two sleepers were turned Over, 
and the passengers crawled out of the 
windows and from between baggage 
and broken § furnishings. The day 
coach, the combination car and the ex- 
press car were left standing, but they 
were deraijed,

FRANCE’S GIFT TO AMERICA. 


Something more than mere sentiment attaches to the gift from 
France to the American people of the bust, “La France,” modeled 
by the sculptor Auguste Rodin and intendéd by him to commemo- 
rate Samuel de Champlain, discoverer of the lake of that name. The 
presentation was made recently at a banquet in New York city, at 
which were present distinguished representatives of both nations, 
as well as of the tercentenary commission of New York and Vermont. 
The bust is to be placed at the base of the Imhthouse at Crown 
Point on Lake Champlain, now nearing completion, and which will 
be dedicated in June. | 

Save one or two squalls of passing moment, the relations be- 
tween the French and the American republic have been of the most 
amicable description. The American people have never ceased to 
feel gratitude toward France for the course of that government 
during the war of the revolution, and for the services of many gal- 
lant Frenchmen who participated on the side of the colonials. On 
the French side, the success of the American revolution and the 
steady stride forward of the popular government to which it gave 
birth dre remembered as giving distinct impetus to the historic up- 
heaval which ultimately effected the passing of feudalism in the 
European country. 

With the single exception of England, the ties between this 
country and France are probably more intimate than those between 
our own and any other foreign nation. Recent years have only 
served to accentuate them. It is fitting that a great Frenchman 
who figured signally in the early history of this country should be 
honored, and the act comes with characteristic grace from the land 
of his birth.

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KENTUCKY EXALTS THE HEN. 


The state university of Kentucky has taken the eminently sett- 
sible step of adding to its curriculum a regular “chair of poultry,” 
the department to be devoted to the teaching of the theory and 
practice of poultry breeding from every conceivable angle. A farm 
adjoining the university grounds has been purchased and it is ex- 
pected that ultimately the new feature will be self-supporting. 

Agricultural colleges in general include the breeding of poul- 
try in their practical program, but it is to be doubted if any of 
them have proceeded about it as directly and scientifically as the 
Kentucky institution. There are strong reasons why not only 
colleges and univérsities, but the rural graded schools as well, 
should make training in poultry-breeding a fixed part of their work. 
Especially does this apply to the southern states, where conditions 
are ideal for the development of the industry on a large scale. 
With poultry, as with many other food products, we now send out 
of the section for the supplies that could easily and profitably be 


produced at home. More attention to the poultry phase on part of 
educational institutions will quickly banish this expensive eco- 


nomic fallacy.

For in the great 
majority of the commonwealths, and certainly on part of the gOv- 
ernment at Washington, there is the practice of lavishing millions 
upon the checking of diseases of animals, or upon the foes that 
menace crops and.trees, and hundreds upon ordinary sanitary and 
hygienic. precautions. 

The paradox is, of course, an amazing and an inexcusable one. 
The safeguarding of the.efficiency of the human unit-is the first 
obligation of society, in sheer self-defense, not to invoke the moral 
side of the equation. But we have steadily gone ahead on the as- 
sumption that dollars—and plenty of them—would be indispensa- 
ble to the protection of cattle and hogs, while we could saddle the 
responsibility on Providence for the diseases that took from us our 
loved ones! | | | 

Science and experience have torn the mask off this fallacy and 
displayed to us our own guilt and accountability in unmistakable 
ierms. We can no longer cling to the antiquated custom and quiet 
our consciences. Fortunately, a pronounced change for the better 
is visible. But not until every state—and the federal government 
—discharges its full duty by the present generation and by poster- 
ity will we wipe out a suicidal anomaly that reproaches twentieth

POLE VAULTRULE

Washington, May 7.—Peace among 
the nations and the dawn of the day 
when Red Cross activities will be lim- 
‘ited to the work it does in time of 
peace were the keynotes of all 
utterances of the opening day of the 
ninth international Red Cross confer- 
ence which has begun a ten-days’ ses- 
sion here. Delegates from thirty-two 
countries are in attendance. 

“It seems to us,” said Senator Root, 
welcoming the congress, “that we shall 
never again be involved in war. In 
the later years there has come to our 
people in America a reajization that 
while the office of the Red Cross is to 
mitigate the horrors of war and to re- 
lieve suffering, there is in the spirit 
of the Red Cross a necessary antag- 
onigsm.to the spirit of war; therefore, 
it seems to us that this great organi- 
zation is to work out its destiny by 
so influencing the spirit of mankind 
that it shall no longer be needed for 
its original purpose.” 

A message of regret was read from 
President Taft, in which the head of 
the American Red Cross expressed the 
hope that this conference “would bring 
the nations represented closer together 
in the bonds of international friend- 
ship.” 

Ambassador DaGama, of Brazil, rank- 
ing Latin-American diplomat here, was 
one of those who replied to Senator 
Root's address of welcome. 

Others who responded were Gustave 
Ador, president of the international 
committee; General Michael, France; 
Baron Ozawa, Japan: Major Marval, 
Switzerland: Emile Charrier, France, 
and Dr, Fuentes, Cuba. 

After the opening session, the dele- 
gates adjourned to a temporary bulld- 
ing in the shape of an immense Red 
Cross, 'where exhibits from all over 
the world have been installed. 

Tonight a reception was given to the 
delegates in the “hall of the Americas,” 
the magnificent room in the Pan-Amer- 
ican. building, where all the sessions of 
the conference will be held.

Residuary Clause Not Gift to 
the Church. But Gift for 
Charitable Purposes. 


' Concord, N. H., May 7.—The clause 
of the will of Mrs, Mary Baker G. 
Eddy, founder of the Christian Science 
church, bequeathing the residue of her 
estate, valued at about $2,000,000, to 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Boston, creates a ‘‘valiq “trust” In 
the opinion of the supreme court of 
New Hampshire, announced today. The 
court holds that “the residuary clause 
is not a gift to a church, but a gift for 
religious purposes sustainable as a 
charitable trust.” 

The court's decision was given in 

the suit brought by George W. Glover, 
of Lead, S. D., Mrs. Eddy’s son, to 
have the residuary ciause declared in- 
valid on the ground that it violated a 
New Hampshire statute limiting the 
amount which can be bequeathed to 
any single church. 
Glover sought, in case the residuary 
Clause should be declared invalid, to 
have the residue divided between him.

WHY SHOULDN’T HENS 
LAY TWO EGGS A DAY? 


Dear Uncle Dudley: In your paper 
ef April 16 I not what is: said of a 
man in Thomasville getting more eggs 
than he has hens, and the supposition 
is that one hen lays twin éggs. There 
seems to be an idea“all through the 
country that it is an impossibility for 
a hen to'lay twice in one day. We all 
admit cows give birth to twin calves 
occasionally, and that sheep have twin 
lambs, and that all live stock have 
twins, then why such surprise when 
we gather more eggs than we have 
hens? ; ' 

The trouble is. simply that fowls are 
bred so haphazard that few persons 
know what a hen can do. There is 
nothing unusual for hens in my flock 
to lay twice in a day. Several times 
each week some hen gives us two eggs 
inaday. True, my flock is most high. 
ly -bred for eggs. I ‘use trap nests 
every day and there is no guess work. 
Chicks -are toe-marked when hatched 
and by scientific breeding I have: bred 
up a great strain of layers, and 
Strange to. say, my flock is Wyandotte. 
While mine are White Wvyandottes, I 
note the Thomasville flock is Black 
Wrvrandottes. 

The Jersey cow did not always give 
such rich milk, but scientific breeding 
has developed her into a butter ma- 
chine. It was. simply breeding from 
the cows which give the richest milk, 
and that is just what I am doing with 
hens, setting eggs only from the great- 
est layers. I already have a flock that 
give more than- double the number of 
eggs the average hen will lay.

The foregoing letter is from a well- 
known breeder of White Wyandottes, 
White Runner Ducks and Carneau 
pigeons—Jonnson’s Farm, Boydton, Va. 
It is, you will see, a very interesting 
letter on a subject that is being dis- 
cussed by prominent poultry men 
everywhere. 

For some thirty or more years I 
have given this subject much thought. 
Back in those days 1 bred the old type 
of Brown Leghorns, as we who have 
been at it for many years remember, 
when the introduction of the black- 
breasted game blood put this great 
fowl out of business. 1 owned, I think, 
at that time, the best birds in. the 
south. I was pushing them for eggs, 
and early maturity. I used the web 
punch on every chick. I have these 
punches yet. I bought them from 
H. 8H. Stoddard, who lives now in 
Texas. He lived then in Hartford,

Now I have had several of my hens 
to: lay two eggs a day.

We can by careful breeding and feed- 
ing force them beyond the early matur- 
ing record, but I have found that the 
problem to me, has always been to hold 
on to their vital force. 1 have been 
able to foree them up to a point where 
they wculd shell out the eggs beyond 
ihe-otaers: then in the first generation 
do about the same thing; but in the 
second and third generations, in spite 
of all that IT could do, they would begin 
to go- backward, even beyond the point 
where I commenced with their grand- 
parents, not because they were inbred, 
for they were line bred. 1 used two 
flocks. 

Now I am glad that you have taken 
this subject up, as 1 have.

New York, May 7.—Interest in the 
stock market today continued to cen- 
ter largely around United States 
Steel. That stock was again subjected 
to severe pressure, declining to 64% 
in the middle of the day, on very large 
transactions. Much of today’s selling 
of steel originated with the bear fac- 
tion, which has openly shown its atti- 
tude with respect to that stock since 
the publication of unfavorable quarter- 
ly report a weeK ago.
